Economic problems have led to an immense black 
market in the Soviet Republics. If patients needed 
drugs, observed Taylor, they had to buy them them- 
selves from the black market because the hospital did 
not have them. 

In Russia, however, there is no longer a pharmaceu- 
tical black market. Pharmaceutical companies were 
privatized, which made medicines available. 
However, few Russians are able to afford the medi- 
cine, Michailova said. 

Russians in general also tend to be suspicious of 
drugs, said Jeffrey Flint, a senior from Arcadia, Calif. 
majoring in communication studies and Russian. Flint 
served an LDS mission in St. Petersburg, Russia and 
spent 15 months in Russia working for United Way 
International. 

Shortage of supplies is their greatest problem, 


Taylor said. A surgeon in Taylor’s group said doctors 
at Zerayshan’s hospital were operating with instru- 
ments that looked like they came from the 1930s in a 
300-bed hospital that appeared to be from the same 
era. 

Walking into a Russian hospital is like stepping 
back in time, said Stephanie Satterfield, a senior from 
Pocatello majoring in elementary education who also 
served a mission in St. Petersburg. 

Russian physicians lack materials and existing facil- 
ities have not been updated. For example, the 
Zerayshan hospital was allotted 30 X-ray films a 
month. Utah Valley Regional Medical Center often 
uses more than that each hour. 

“T honestly don’t see any hope of it getting any bet- 
ter. There is no funding, and the Russian people don’t 
make enough money to pay for more than a day or 
two in the hospital,” Michailova said.

Lisa Jolley, a pre-physical therapy major from 
Ogden is like many BYU students — except she is 
hearing impaired. 

But Jolley does not let her disability interfere 
with her dreams. “Anyone with a hearing impair- 
ment, or any disability is capable of doing any- 
thing,” she said in an interview on Sept. 25. 
“Working hard and setting goals is the key.” 

Jolley lost her hearing when she was 18 months 
old as a result of spinal meningitis. She reads lips 
almost perfectly and speaks with superb clarity, 
skills she learned through the combined efforts of 
her parents, a speech therapist and the Utah School 
for the Deaf. 

Jolley attended Ricks College before transferring 
to BYU. “BYU has always been a goal of mine. I 
love it here,” she said. Family and friends living in 
Utah were an added incentive. 

She keeps up in class by watching a neighbor 
take notes or by reading the instructor’s lips 
though she admits that long periods of lip-reading 
can become tiresome. 

Jolley also has a private tutor for each class and 
must spend extra time each day with them. “It’s 
like meeting again for class,” she said, but admits 
that without the additional instruction she would

RUSHVILLE, Ill. — Eloise Baxter remembers sitting in the Princess Theater 
six decades ago, watching Saturday afternoon serials while her stepfather ran 
the projector. 

Now grandchildren and great-grandchildren spend weekends watching hits 
like “Apollo 13” or “Twister” —— no R-rated movies are shown at this family 
theater. 

The theater memories nearly ended two years ago when the Princess closed. 
A local family had run the theater on weekends but did not make enough 
money or have enough time to continue. But Rushville refused to accept the 
loss. 

The townspeople simply bought the theater and went into business together. 

The motel owner manages the 272-seat theater. Carpenters helped renovate. 
Schoolchildren and senior citizens run the ticket counter. A dentist gives away 
passes as prizes for good checkups. 

_ About 220 people own stock in the theater, having paid $100 a share. 
“J think in another year or two we might be able to start paying a dividend,” 
said Gary Kiper, president of the board of directors. 

Rushville, population 3,300, sits in the rolling hills of western Illinois, a 60- 
mile drive from Springfield. 


Chinese protestor says charges untrue 


BEIJING — Allowed his first family visit in more than a year, an impris- 
oned former student leader in China's democracy movement accused the goy- 
ernment Monday of fabricating sedition charges against him. 

Wang Dan was held for 16 1/2 months before his family was told last week 
that he had been charged. During a visit with his mother Monday, Wang said 
he had done nothing wrong. 

As a student at a Beijing university, Wang helped lead the demonstrations 
that swept the city in 1989. 
~ He was convicted of agitation against the government and served four years 

“in prison. After he was released in 1993, Wang again worked for political 
reform. Police took him into detention last year after he organized the signing 
of a petition calling for freedom and tolerance. 

Wang faces a minimum of 10 years in prison if convicted. 


Peace talks may yield agreement on Hebron 


JERUSALEM — Israel and the Palestinians moved closer Monday to an 
agreement on Israei’s long-delayed withdrawal from the last major West Bank 
city it occupies, and both sides said a summit of their leaders was imminent. 

Officials were trying to arrange a meeting between Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat and Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu Monday night. 

Both sides warned of a possible last-minute snag, but the atmosphere 
appeared markedly improved over the past weeks’ acrimony. Palestinians 
walked out of peace talks last week over an Israeli proposal to withdraw troops 
fromthe West Bank town of Hebron. 

Israelis and Palestinians resumed peace talks last week after a summit in 
Washington called to heal wounds from !ast month's violence. The talks, which 
focuged on Hebron, had been scheduled to resume today in Taba, Egypt. 


_US., Iraq say Kurds can end their own conflict 


BAGHDAD, Iraq — A Kurdish faction claimed new gains Monday in a push 
through northern Iraq, and the U.S. and Iraqi governments were put in the curi- 
ous position of agreeing on something: The feuding Kurds should settle their 
differences to keep the conflict from spreading. 

The American and Iraqi positions did not completely coincide, however. The 
White House said both Iraq and Iran should stay out of the conflict, while Iraq 
warned against involvement by Iran. 

On Sunday, Patriotic Union of Kurdistan rebels seized the key city of 
Sulaymaniyah, but the group's leader, Jalal Talabani, said he was reluctant to 
take.on Saddam's powerful military. 

“We have no plans at present to retake Irbil because it's surrounded by Iraqi 
tanks,” Talabani was quoted as telling the London-based Arabic daily al-Hayat 
on Sunday. 

The rival Kurdistan Democratic Party captured Irbil with the help of 
Saddam's army Aug. 31 and went on to seize virtually the entire Kurdish 
region in northern Iraq. Iraq's assistance prompted the United States to retaliate 
with cruise missiles.

Graduate student, Trent Kunz, 
works with the SSD as the Mobility 
Impairment Specialist. Kunz checks 
the accessibility of campus buildings 
with his wheelchair for other students 
with disabilities. Kunz has been pay- 
ing close attention to accessibility 
during campus construction. 

“Everyone has been inconvenienced 
by the construction, but the workers 
have been very responsible especially 
with the construction debris. There 
haven’t been very many problems,” 
Kunz said. “It is nice to see that some 
very accessible alternate routes have 
been made on campus.” 

The SSD office has been working 
alongside the construction planning 
committee to ensure handicapped 
accessibility is met when any changes 
are made or a new building is built. 

“We have representatives that go 
over and sit down with the architect to 
make recommendations and to make 
sure the buildings are accessible,” 
Preece said. “The planning committee 
has been very good at consulting with 
SSD about the changes on campus.” 

The SSD office also works with and 
refers students to the Counseling and 
Development Center to provide coun- 
seling in academics and support 
groups for various areas such as learn- 
ing disabilities and chronic diseases, 
Preece said. 

Students with disabilities who feel 
they may qualify for some of the ser- 
vices offered by the SSD office are 
encouraged to make an appointment 
at the SSD office by calling 378- 
2767.

Last year, Jolley met Heather 
Whitestone, Miss America 1995, who 
is also hearing impaired. “It was an 
honor to meet her,” Jolley said, “‘she 1s 
a neat person ... she sets a good exam- 
ple.” Ironically, Whitestone lost her 
hearing at the same age and under the 
same conditions as Jolley. 

Above all, Jolley does not want any- 
one to feel sorry for her. “I’ve been 
able to do many things in my life that 
I feel good about, like being able to 
get through school. It is not always 
easy but I have been able to live up to 
my goals.”

Mike Leavitt, seeking his second 
term, continues to enjoy an almost 
insurmountable lead over Democrat 
Jim Bradley. The first-term 
Republican received 75 percent of 
the vote compared to Bradley’s 14 
percent, with 10 percent undecided. 

Utah Attorney General Jan 
Graham, D-Utah, leads Republican 
opponent Scott Burns 55 percent to 
23 percent with a fifth of 
the electorate undecided. 
Burns came within two 
points of beating Graham 
four years ago and has 
had the support of some 
big-name Republicans 
this year. 

In the Ist 
Congressional District, 
incumbent Jim Hansen, 
seeking an unprecedent- 
ed 10th term, leads 
Democratic challenger 
Greg Sanders 62 percent to 21 per- 
cent, with 15 percent undecided. 

The major surprise in the polls 
came from the recent results in the 
2nd Congressional District. Merrill

Clinton’s Bosnia policy elusive

American troops began withdrawing from 
Bosnia last week amid heightened congres- 
sional criticism of the Clinton administra- 
tion’s all too inconspicuous plans to extend 
the U.S. peace-keeping mission beyond the 
Dec. 20 deadline. The removal of just a few 
hundred soldiers from Bosnia was accom- 
panied by an announcement that another 
_ 5,000 troops will be sent to the region for a 
~ six-month deployment. 

Administration officials insist the addi- 
tional soldiers are necessary to facilitate a 
smooth and safe withdrawal. 

At the same, time, however, Secretary of 
Defense William Perry informed the Senate 
Armed Services Committee that the 
Pentagon intends to continue its military- 
backed monitoring role in Bosnia through at 
least March of next year. A more defined 
policy may not be made public until that 
time. 

_~ While we agree that further U.S. involve- 

-“ment in the region is necessary in order to 
stifle residual tensions among the hostile 
factions, the president’s evasive unwilling- 

~-ness to concede that his administration is 
likely to pursue support for a continued mil- 
itary presence in Bosnia is deplorable. . 

Congress only agreed to authorize the 
deployment of more than 16,000 soldiers to 
Bosnia as part of NATO’s Implementation 
Force last December on the condition that 
the troops would return in one year. Even 
then, though, a majority of the nation’s law- 
makers expressed considerable skepticism 
that 12 months would be long enough to 
ensure the implementation of the Dayton 
peace accords that called for an end to the 
fighting and the election of a Bosnian 


Federation government. While substantial 
progress has been achieved, the doubts have 
been confirmed. 

Completely withdrawing U.S. troops from 
Bosnia risks tipping the delicate balance 
established in the recent election of a three- 
membered presidency comprised of Croat, 
Muslim and Serb representation. Designs to 
orchestrate the new central legislature as 
well as build an integrated economy stand 
on shaky ground. A continued U.S. moni- 
toring role can help safeguard the region 
from reeling back to its bloody past during 
the interim needed to devise an effective 
agenda for building joint government and 
economic institutions. Clinton, nevertheless, 
has a responsibility to the American people 
as well as our allies in Western Europe to be 
more vocal and honest about his administra- 
tion’s burgeoning plans to extend a U.S. 
military presence and provide further diplo- 
matic assistance to Bosnia. 

Deploying American troops in any con- 
tentious region is a public matter, Clinton’s 
cagy promise to offer a more resolute agen- 
da for dealing with Bosnia in late October 
or mid-November is an insult to American 
voters. 

The president cannot be allowed to defer 
full disclosure of his administration’s plans 
for further U.S. participation in Bosnia until 
after 
the election. As candidates for the presiden- 
cy, both Clinton and his Republican chal- 
lenger Bob Dole should be required to pro- 
vide the American people as well as our 
allies in Western Europe with a comprehen- 
sive and long-term U.S. policy toward the 
region.

Composting is not only economically beneficial to BYU, 
but more environmentally safe, Peterman said. Food waste 
in landfills can create methane gas over a period of time. 

Materials not used in composting, such as metals and 
paper, are shipped to recycling plants and paper mills, 
Adams said. ; 

“Depending on the paper market, the paper could even go 
overseas,” Adams said. 

With amounts of garbage going down and amounts of 
recycling going up, Peterman is optimistic about the future 
of the recycling program at BYU. 

“The overall waste is being reduced by 10 percent per

SWhile still not as household as 
ixetterman and Leno, O’Brien was not 
htitely unknown when he came to 
the limelight of late night talk shows. 
waBetween 1991 and 1993 he was a 
‘Writer and a producer for the famous 
Ox cartoon series “The Simpsons.” 
Tventually O’Brien became the 
Stpervising producer of the show; 
yereating some of its most popular 
‘Gpisodes, according to a press release. 
rom 1988 to 1991, O’Brien was a 
wwiriter on “Saturday Night Live.” 
“Xctording to a press release, O’Brien 
wand other writers won the Emmy 
«Award for Outstanding Writing in a 
"@dinedy or Variety Series. 
seAithough a graduate of Harvard, 
i Brien didn’t see success overnight. 
Mmtpart, his good fortune was a result 
tol@plain old hard work. A recent 
‘otfing Stone article spoke on 
i Birien’s work ethic saying that he 
aworks 12 to 16-hour days, taking just

When O’Brien came to the show 
there were some very high expecta- 
tions. O’Brien was filling Letterman’s 
shoes. 

O’Brien said in Rolling Stone, 
“When I got this assignment, | 
thought I would not be predisposed to 
like the guy who replaced David 
Letterman. So I probably wouldn’t 
have given me high marks in the 
beginning.” 

On O’Brien’s debut of the Late 
Show, he was shown walking happily 
to the studio to air his first show. 
Everyone who passed him jeered, 
“You better be as good as Letterman.” 
When he got to his studio office he 
pulled out a noose. Ready to hang 
himself, O’Brien was cut short by the 
interruption of the stage managet, 
“You're on, Mr. O’Brien.” 

Celebrating their first Emmy nomi- 
nation for comedy writing, “Late 
Night with Conan O’Brien” looks like 
it might be around for awhile. Maybe 
Leno will invite him to be a guest 
host.

‘Week for the Animals’ aims to decrease abusi

Best Friends Animal Sanctuary with 
the Humane Society, as well as 20 
other animal welfare organizations, 
are sponsoring Utah’s third annual 
Week for the Animals. 

This year the public awareness cam- 
paign focuses on wildlife, but the 
entire week is filled with activities 
geared towards the improvement of 
the welfare of domestic animals. 

The intention of the week for the 
animals is to educate. Throughout the 
week participating teachers and 
schools will focus their curriculum 
around animals. 

Beth Monson, the Utah Valley 
Coordinator of volunteer work for 
Best Friends teaches fifth grade at 
Westmore Elementary School in 
Orem. This week, her class is center- 
ing every subject around animals, 
even math. The class will be talking 
about the presidential candidates and 
their feelings on different animal 
issues and all classroom writing and 
reading will be about animals. 

“I really want to learn about ani- 
mals; I’ve been trying to read a lot 
about them,” said Lisa Covington, one 
of Monson’s students. 

The students of Monson’s class radi- 
ate with enthusiasm about Westmore’s 
drive for the animals. The students are 


collecting food, collars, animal dishes 
for the animals who live at Best 
Friends sanctuary, the largest no kill 
sanctuary in the U.S., according to 
Castle. 

The animals occupy 100 acres of 
land in Kanab, near Zions National 
Park. The majority of the 1500 ani- 
mals on the sanctuary are dogs and 
cats, but all animals are welcomed: 
birds, burros, horses, etc. Monson’s 
class is also collecting spare change 
so that they can contribute to the 
expense of the animals’ medical care 
on the sanctuary. 

“l’m looking forward to the dona- 
tion because animals are just like peo- 
ple; they need love and care,” said 
Jenny Connelly, a student in 
Monson’s class. 

Monson said that there is a link 
between animal abuse and child 
abuse. She said that when abused 
children learn how to care and love an 
animal, they can break the cycle of 
abuse. 

Children who grow up in abusive 
homes may never learn compassion, 
according to Monson, until they have 
the chance to care for an animal. 

“What happens oftentimes is that 
when children are abused they abuse 
the animals,’ Monson said. 

Compassion is what Monson 
believes is the most important lesson 
her class learns from the week for the

“Everything is in disarray,” said 
Mirza Mir Bhaluli, the deputy direc- 
tor of the orphanage, which was home 
to about 900 children before the 
Taliban arrived. 

“T don't know what to do. We need 
women to take care of these children,” 
he said. Women made up more than 
85 percent of his staff. 

But the women of Kabul are afraid. 

The Taliban doesn't seem to realize 
that education for boys also will suf- 
fer in Kabul, where 70 percent of the 
teachers were women. 

“We don't even have teachers for 
these children,” said Bhaluli. 

About 400 orphans were removed 
after the Taliban victory by family 
members who had left them there, 
hoping the state could give them what 
they couldn't — most notably an edu- 
cation. 

“Some of their guardians were so 
unhappy with the conditions that they 
decided they could care for these chil- 
dren better than we could,” said 
Bhaluli. 

One elderly woman, who has cared 
for the orphans through the worst fac- 
tional fighting in the Afghan capital, 
has defied the Taliban edict. 

“IT am afraid of no one,” she said, 
stroking the head of a tiny boy. “How 
will I answer to God if I leave these 
small children, who have no one? 
They can't run away. They are help- 
less.”

At Wednesday's second and final 
presidential debate, the questioners 
will be ordinary San Diego resi- 
denis, screened by the Gallup orga- 
-fization to represent everyone but 
hard-core supporters of President 
Clinton or Bob Dole. 

PBS newscaster Lehrer has taken 
some heat from commentators for 
being bland while moderating the 
first presidential debate and the vice 
presidential forum. 

A town-hall-style debate four years 
ago between President Bush and 
‘Clinton, showed the dangers to the 
candidates of letting citizens take 
charge. 

While the questions can reflect 
what is on the public’s mind, they 
also can come from far afield or be 
downright mystifying. 

In the 1992 debate, the evening’s 
third question consisted of a citi- 
zen’s lecture that disarmed Bush, 
who had been intent on portraying 
Clinton as ethically unfit for the 
presidency. 

_ The questioner deplored “the 
amount of time the candidates have 
‘spent in this campaign trashing their 
opponents’ character and their pro- 
grams.” 

Bush was left floundering a second 
time by a question in which the can- 
_didates were asked how “‘the nation- 
al debt petsonally affected each of 
‘your lives.” 


Deeper strikes expected 
at final presidential debate 


The president wound up saying 
one didn’t need to have cancer to 
discuss the impact of cancer. Clinton 
turned the question into a more gen- 
eral inquiry about the economy and 
talked about “people that have lost 
their jobs, lost their livelihood, lost 
their health insurance.” 

The questioner, Marisa Hall, com- 
mented later that Bush was “wishy 
washy” while Clinton did “a pretty 
good job.” 

If Dole intends to raise character 
questions, as advertised, he’d better 
hope the audience gives him the 
opening, said Wayne Fields, a 
Washington University professor 
who has written a book on presiden- 
tial speechmaking. 

“If the audience asks hard ques- 
tions of Clinton, that’s fine,’ Fields 
said. “Dole has to hope that’s what 
happens. If he raises the hard ques- 
tions, it’s just not likely to work in 
this format.” 

Dole’s best opportunity to raise 
character questions may have 
already passed. In the first Dole- 
Clinton debate, Dole was asked to 
name one thing “youd like voters to 
have on their minds about President 
Clinton.” 


Dole played it safe. He said any 
comment “might be misconstrued,” 
then added, “I happen to like 
President Clinton personally.” 

Dole has since decided to be 
tougher. 

He told an audience in Kansas 
City, Mo., on Monday that Clinton 
“does not have an ethical adminis- 
tration and we're going to go into 
that in the debate.” 


Violence linked to N. Idaho white pastes

SPOKANE, Wash. — Randy 
Weaver. Mark Fuhrman. The Aryan 
Nations. The Order. Christian 
Identity. Now possibly the Phineas 
Priesthood. 

Once again, extremists who are anti- 
government, white separatist, or both, 
are in the news. Once again, that news 
is coming out of northern Idaho. 

Three men charged in the bank rob- 
beries and bombings that shook the 
Spokane area this year allegedly trav- 
eled from Pocatello to Portland com- 
mitting crimes. 

But it was the Sandpoint, Idaho, 
area where they lived, raised their 
families and stockpiled weapons. 

The three men are charged with two 
bank robberies and the bombings of a 


bank, a newspaper and a Planned © 


Parenthood clinic in the Spokane 
Valley. 

The violence was accompanied by 
letters linked to the white separatist 
Phineas Priesthood. 

“The individuals associated with 
these crimes claim to be associated 
with the Phineas Priesthood,” said 
Burdena Pasenelli, the FBI special 
agent in charge in Seattle, at the news 
conference announcing the arrests. 

“They re charged with crimes,” she 
added. “Not for being members of the 
Phineas Priesthood.” 

The priesthood is a shadowy white 
separatist organization that is opposed 
to Jews, blacks, homosexuals and 
racial intermarriage. It is named for 
an Old Testament priest who killed a 
couple involved in an intertribal mar- 
riage. 

Charged are Charles Barbee, Robert 
Berry and Jay Merrell. 


Brittle bones make life risky for baby girl

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — After 35 bro- 
ken bones, 16-month-old Lauren 
Bryant is looking for a medical break- 
through. Without one, it’s unlikely 
she'll ever walk or 
live to see 30. 

But for Lauren’s 
family there is new 
hope. Doctors at St. 
Jude Children’s 
Research Hospital 
think they have fig- 
ured out a way to 
make the child’s brittle bones grow 
stronger. 

Lauren is the first person to have a 
bone marrow transplant in hopes of 
lessening the effects of osteogenesis 
imperfecta, a genetic disease that can 
leave its victims with bones so fragile 
they break with the slightest twist. 

Even dressing Lauren is risky busi- 
ness. 

“We can’t pull anything over her 
head because we might break the 
bones in her skull,” said her mother, 
Kathryn, of San Antonio. 

Doctors believe the new bone mar- 
row, from Lauren’s 6-year-old broth- 
er, Christopher, will stir the produc- 
tion of normal bone cells. 

Prior to the transplant, doctors had 
to get rid of Lauren’s existing bone 
marrow with chemotherapy. Powerful 


drugs keep her body from rejecting 
the transplant. 

“That’s the scariest part,’ Mrs. 
Bryant said. “But if there’s a chance, 
you've got to go for it. When she’s 
older and in a wheelchair, I don’t

want to say to her, Well, there was 
this chance but I was too scared and 
didn’t do it.” 

The hardest-hit victims die at birth 
or soon afterward. Victims with 
milder forms can lead relatively nor- 
mal lives, though they are generally 
short and have more broken bones 
than other people. 

“Lauren has the most severe form that 
one can have and survive long enough 
that we can hopefully do something 
about it,’ said Dr. Edwin Horwitz, the 
child’s physician at St. Jude. 

Her parents aren’t even sure how 
many fractures she has suffered, 
though they believe it’s at least 35. 
Generally, the breaks are cared for at 
home, sometimes by simply tighten- 
ing her clothes. 

“The hepe is that for the rest of her 


life, she’ll be making more and more 


normal bone-making cells, and over 
time, she’ll have more and more nor- 
mal bone,” Horwitz said. 

“What’s going to happen to Lauren 
a year from now? I can tell you what I 
hope, but I don’t 
know,” Horwitz said. 
“Tt could be a tempo- 
rary benefit or a life- 
long benefit.” 

He and his col- 
leagues are now 
looking for five other 
children to join 
Lauren in the study. 

Mrs. Bryant said she and her hus- 
band, Bill, a high school teacher, and 
their sons, Christopher and Nicholas, 
11, have become accustomed to living 
with a child so easily injured. Their 
wish now is for her to have a chance 
at a normal life. 

“You adapt,” Mrs. Bryant said. 
“Now to me, handling her seems per- 
fectly normal. It’s just Lauren. She’s 
got a great sense of humor, and she’s 
good company. But she’s been 
through so much.” 

While Lauren is emotionally and 
mentally normal, she weighs only 11 
pounds, her head is misshapen and 
her brittle legs are short and bowed.

Each man faces nine federal counts 
involving bank robbery, car theft and 
use of bombs in crimes. They are 
being held without bail in the 
Spokane County Jail.
